FUEL FAMINE IN CANADA. 


Settlers Burn Houses to Keep 
From Freezing. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 14.—Telegrrams 
from the Canadian border just north of 
the North Dakota boundary show. that 
a grave condition prevails there, owing 
to the fuel famine and the blockade of 
railroads. Three families of new settlers 
have merged their effects into one 
household, while the remaining two are 
being torn down and burned to keep the 
families from freezing. ‘This plan has 
bee n adopted by scores of farm families. 

Where grain was not shipped it is 
being burned as yo but wheat makes 
a poor fire unless Used with wood, and 
it has been necessary to burn fence 
posts and barns, while cattle have either 
been killed for fuel or turned loose on 
the prairies. 

A telegram from Craik, Saskatchewan, 
Says Charles Cole, a farmer, came to 
town for coal after burning every stick 
ef timber on his place, and when he 
found he could get no fue) cried like a 
ehild, saying he had nothing to burn 
now but his wagon.

LAND COMMITTEE 
UPPOSES PRESIDENT 


Introduces Bill Against System 
of Leasing Recommended 
by President. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
ee Of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—After the 

President's message on public lands had 

been written and was on its way to 

the Capitol, the Committee on Publi: 

Lands decided to report a bill which is 

diametrically opposed to the recommen- 

dations of the President. 
The committee fnsists on the plans 
now in force and is opposed to the sys- 
tem of leasing recommended by the 
President. Under the present laws, 640 
acres can be acquired by one person, 
and the. committee, on the assumption 
that many frauds have been discovered 
under the present system, think ‘that 
by increasing the quantity of land the 
frauds will be decreased, and provision 
is made in the new bill permitting an 

individual to take up as much as 4880

The Servant Problem. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch, 

The letter signed ° ‘House ‘wife’ is only 
one example of the “mistress’’ of the 
persecuted ‘“‘servants."" The idea that a 
cook or maid cannot have a friend 
speak with her over the phone, The 
average maid's time is indeed valuable. 
It would not be quite so much so if she 
dia not have t.o much work crowded 
upon her. I did:-domestic work from 
the time I was 16 until 1 was 22, during 
which time I saved a neat little sum. 
This money was put in the bank. One- 
fifth of it s@ént me through business col- 
lege and while my education is deficient 
in many ways, Il am working hard to 
improve and feel sure that I will. While 
employed as a domestic my salary was 
from $2 to $5 per week with my board 
and the privilege of doing my own 
laundry. My salary now is $12 per week, 
out of which I pay $4.50 for board, & to

Rome was doubtless larger, but, so 
far from having a million people, it probably did tot 
even have a million club. What could the Romans 
and Chaldeans have known about city dwelling 3600 
years ago, when we are but mastering some ef its 
rudiments today? 

The greatest city of all time is the modern eity of 
London. Mr. Chesterton says common sense in Lon- 
don seems to mean putting up with exi8tIng condi- 
tions. Which probably explains why London hag;dis- 
tanced every other city in population. Her : 
have understood the science of city dwelling better 
than the people of her rivals. They get on _together. 
Your true cosmopolite doesn’t consider other pedple 
in the way. The more the merrier. He lkeg to-ive 
in a crowd, move with the mob, stand In line and 
proceed with the procession, He likes to thread his 
way through myriad humanity as much as the hermit 
loves to insinuate his going through the thick-stand- 
ing trunks of the forest. 

Undoubtedly, we of St. Louls are but slightly ad- 
vanced in the science of city dwelling. We display 
too much Irritation in a crowded car, tog little pa- 
tience in line at the ticket office (bless them, some of 
our ladies won't get in line at all!) and too muth con- 
cern on the street as to whether others are going to 
pass us on the right or left. Now and then we have 
-a fist-fight over who has the larger half of the car 
seat. Most of us want to move about In an other- 
wise-unoccupied half-acre, and all of us take to the 
street in a huff if the too-slow crowd blocks the side- 
walk. All this amuses visitors from New York, Chi- 
cago and Philadelphia and betrays among us that 
same unpreparedness for millions that disqualified the 
Chaldeans and the Romans. .

From the London Telegraph. 
HE habitual drinker of absinthe is 
T likely soon to find some difficulty 
in obtaining a supply of his favo- 
rite afternoon stimulant. -Absinthe is 
mainly a drink ot the afternoon. Until 
a man is most irredeemably in the grip 
of ‘“‘the green-eyed fairy,’’ to use the 
sobriquet applied by our French friends, 
absinthe is rarely drunk in the morning, 
except as an occasional pick-me-up aft- 
er a “hard night.”’ But. if foreign gov- 
ernments continue to follow the direc- 
tion they appear to be pursuing, the ab- 
sinthe drinker will soon be obliged to 
select some other medium for keeping 
himself in tone.. At present the manu- 
facture or sale of absinthe is absolute- 
ly prohibited in Belgium. In Switzerland 
a committee appointed to consider the 
matter has unanimously recommended 
the Grand Council of the Republic to 
prohibit its sale in the canton of Gene- 
va, and, most important of all, a bil] has 
been introduced into the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies prohibiting the manu- 
facture or sale in France of absinthe or 
any similar product. 
In England the habit is almost un- 
known, except among continental immi- 
grants or natives who have acquired it 
in France. The number of the latter, 
while inconsiderable compared with the 
total population, is still sufficiently 
large to require most of the restaurants 
and big clubs to keep a supply of ab- 
sinthe in stock. The average Britisher 
who spends a holiday in France general- 
ly considers it incumbent upon him to 








taste absinthe. One trial is usually quite 


enough. The aniseed flavor of the stuff 
is unpleasantly reminiscent of the gas- 
tric troubles of childhood, and the 
“‘dose’’ is mostly pyt down unfinished. 





The proper ritual of mixing the drink 
is not easily acquired. Watch the bouie- 
vardier prepare his 4 o’clock absinthe. 
First he pours a quantity of absinthe 
into the long, funnel-shaped glass. Then | 
he carefully balances a perforated spoon | 
across the glass, and after due circum- | 
Spection selects a lump of sugar and 
places it thereon, He has now assem- 
bled the principal ingredients, and he 
pauses awhile to contemplate the effect. 
Then he grasps a:carafe of iced water, 
and, with a _ deliberation that would 
madden any ordinary human being who 
really wanted a drink, he filters its con- 
tents drop by drop through the sugar 
into the liquid at the bottom of the 





glass. But even when sufficient water 
has been added the absinthe is not fit to 
drink—in truth, it never is—it must be 
allowed to stand a little, and the drink- 
er sits watching the mixture as it gy- 
rates in coalescing strata within the 
glass. At last, after sufficient time has 
elapsed from the commencement of op- 
erations to make one forget he had ever 
been thirsty, the absinthe drinker ven- 
tures to take a sip. He waits a while | 
to see if it agrees with him; no catas- 
trophe threatening, he takes another, 
and so on, until his interior indicates 
that it has become inured in its trials, 
when he swallows the remainder at a 


gulp.

N telling something about the Olympian games, and particularly the Mara- 
thon race of 1906, it must not be supposed that I write as a trained ob- 


For that reason I am unable to tell St. 
»the native of this city, who entered the race and went 
} though he was not the winner. All I can say of him was that no moving pic- 
ture machine showed that immeediately after the start of the race he was in 
the lead of his companions and was pushing ahead as though he intended to 
keep that lead. 

But Mr. Forshaw was forced to yield, and so were many pe who took 
the lead at times, but were unable to hold it. 

The Marathon race of 1906 was run on an ideal ‘day—a day much like 
Wednesday in St. Louis. The weather was slightly warmer than the spring- 
like day with which we were favored yesterday, but it was not hot. 1 

, tinetly remember that in the evening a light overcoat was quite comfortable, 
and even at 3 p. m., the hour of the start, the air was invigorating, and there 
was a grateful breeze. Qhe »anners had no possible reason for finding fault 
with the weather. It was such a day as encouraaged a man to do his best. 


STARTED FROM FAMOUS BATTLEFIELD. 


The Marathon race is run over a course 
famous battlefield of Marathon to Athens. The first man who covered the 
distance in record time was the runner who carried to Athens the news of the 
vietory of the Hellenes over the Persian army 2396 years ago. The exertion 

~he put forth to be first to tell the news cost him his life, but this was not too 
high a price to pay for the honor of delivering such tidings as he earried. So 
that it can be seen that the Marathon race, celebrating as it does the most 

_ glorious achievement of Greek arms, is an event that rouses all the patriotism 
of the Athenians. 

There were 53 starters last summer, and all but 20 of them were natives 
of Greece. Some of the 33 Greek contestants were sturdy peasants, others 
were sttdents, athletes and mechanics. All ¢lasses were represented and all 
were hopeful. The winner of 10 years before was a pensant and there were many 

who believed that history would repeat itself. One 3 ung priest spent so much 
‘time training that he quite forgot the necessary formality of registering his 
‘name until it was too late and so he was not allowed to enter the race though 
he had covered the distance in two hours and fifty minates, a trifle better than 
_ was made by Sherring, the winner. 

The roadway from Marathon that passes the mound that covers the bones 
of these who lost their lives winning the gallant battle of Marathon more than 
two thousand years ago, was crowded with spectators who thus got a free view 
of a portion of the race. But the Stadium, which was the finish of the race, 
was crowded, eyery available seat being occupied long before the winner was 
néar the end of his run. 


HOSPITAL TENTS EVERY FIVE MILES. 


Preparations for caring for the contestants were admirable. Every five 
miles a hospital tent was located and in the tents were skilled attendants for 
those needing aid. And many of the runners called for help, only about one- 
“fourth of them finishing. As Mr. Forshaw was among the fourth—and was 
not last either—he was a credit to his city-and his country. 

Lach runuer was permitted to have one helper accompany him. This 
helper rode on a bicycle and he carried food, water and medicine for the con- 
‘testant. During the time of the race the road was. closed except to runners, 
helpers and officials, so that those who witnessed the start’ were not permitted 
to get into a vehicle and pass the runners and thus see the finish, too. 

When the race was won, when the thousands and thousands of spectators 
saw Sherring dash through the peristyle and saw that he was not a Creek, 
the disappointment was bitter. The Hellenes could hardly believe their eyes, 
Prince George had waited at the gate and he ran with the winner down to the 
end where the King sat and where the long course was actually ended. Sher- 
ring was cheered, cheered long and loud. But he did not receive the tempest 
vi joy that would have swept the Stadium had the winner been a Greek. 

The second man was Svanberg, a Swede, seven minutes behind the swift 
- Canadian. Two minutes later Frank, the American, arrived. This triple defeat 
-~ the woe high on the heads of the Athenians and they trudged back to 
Thelr homes that night, sad and heavy at heart.

Ten years ago and more it became the 
fashion among professional baseball 
clubs to engage largely in securing 
rome players at nominal salaries, re- 
taining them ‘throughout the season, 
trusting to their development or to some 
fortuitous combination of circumstances 
to develop their worth. 

From that practice grew the .“‘farm- 
ing out’’ of ball players, a system now 
obsolete to a great extent, since the 
player may only be “farmed” by his 
personal consent. 

Until the iast two or three years, how- 
ever, many baseball managers clung to 
the idea of retaining many extra play- 
ers, fearful, however, that ff they 
<hould permit them to get away 
might be used to advantage by 
rivals. 

There has recently seemed to arise a 
new theory as to the practicAl usefulness 
of this method, and this season, more 
than ever before, there is a tendency on 
the part of managers to carry. no more 
men than are necessary to play to the 
best advantage of the city which they 
represent. 

Players of standard merit, whose pos- 
sibilities are not speculative, but have 
demonstrated by actual perform- 
ance upon the fleld, are assured of their 
oecupation so long as they are able to 
tnaintain thelr own. There is no desir 
to trade them, -but the undeveloped 
‘cubs,’ those who will some day wear

RICH KIRKWOOD MAN DIES. 


John Johnson Knew Grant as 
Farmer in Early Days. 


The funeral of John Johnson, &t. 
Louis County's richest merchant resi- 
dent. who is. suid to have been worth 
nearly a mifllion dollars, will take 
place Saturday. He died Wednesday 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Isa-
